BOOKS AT THE PAN-AMERICAN EX¬ 
POSITION. 

It is a pity that the book production of the 
United States is not more adequately repre¬ 
sented at the Exposition now opened, at least 
formally, at Buffalo, which will become in a 
few weeks a thoroughly representative, in 
most departments, and highly attractive ex¬ 
hibition of what has been accomplished in 
America, in both the closer and the larger 
application of the word America. Messrs. 
Rand, McNally & Company are entitled to an 
appreciative word for the promptness with 
which their interesting exhibit has been made 
ready, being as it is the pioneer in that di¬ 
vision of the Manufacturers’ Building de¬ 
voted to Liberal Arts. Their exhibit will be 
paralleled in due time by individual exhibits 
from a number of firms, but we regret to say 
that many, if not most, of the houses con¬ 
cerned most largely in general publishing, 
and, therefore, the most representative in lit¬ 
erature, are conspicuous by their absence from 
the catalogue and from the buildings. There 
has hitherto been not a little difficulty in ob¬ 
taining adequate representation of the Amer¬ 
ican book trade at international exhibitions, 
but as a rule patriotic, if not commercial, mo¬ 
tives have at last induced publishers to take 
part in the great world’s fairs, sometimes in 
collective and sometimes in individual ex¬ 
hibits. In no case has there been so uncredit- 
able a representation of the publishing trade 
as a whole as is the case at Buffalo—and this 


is most to be regretted, in view of the fact 
that we are asking oUr neighbors from the 
other American countries and our newly-ac¬ 
quired possessions, near by us, to pay us a 
visit and see what has been done for civiliza¬ 
tion, particularly by this country itself. In 
such a display books ought not to be conspic¬ 
uous by their absence. 

It is to be hoped that the American Pub¬ 
lishers’ Association, which for the moment 
has set itself to the single task of reforming 
discounts and making fairer prices for books, 
may deVelop as the years go by into a thor¬ 
oughly representative organization befitting 
the importance of the publishing trade. We 
may then hope that by the help of such an 
association there may always be organized 
comprehensive and creditable representation 
of the publishing trade in such world events 
as the great fairs. It is true that there is not 
the same pecuniary motive to publishers as 
to manufacturers of machinery, etc., to put 
their best foot forward on such occasions, but 
there is nevertheless a large patriotic motive, 
and, to some extent, a commercial motive that 
should be operative and effective. The ab¬ 
sence of an adequate library representation at 
Buffalo is also to be deplored, as little is to 
be found there, except the American Library 
Association exhibit prepared for Paris and 
included in the exhibit of the New York State 
Library. When the time comes to prepare 
for the St. Louis fair we trust that books 
may be in evidence as they should be as best 
proof of progress in the arts of civilization. 


The issue of The Publishers’ Weekly for 
May 25 will be “Summer Reading.” This 
number is furnished to booksellers with their 
imprint, to be by them distributed to their 
customers who are selecting books to take 
with them, and for use throughout the sum¬ 
mer season. In addition to its well-known 
features of extracts from books, pictures and 
the valuable lists of fiction, miscellaneous and 
nature books, “Summer Reading” will contain 
an article on the books which have made rec¬ 
ord as “big sellers,” giving the number of vol¬ 
umes that have been sold and in most instances 
the portraits of the writer of each of these 
phenomenally successful books. There will 
also be an article on “Nature Reading for 
Young People,” giving books on outdoor life 
and nature, specially adapted to the younger 
members of the households. Booksellers de 
siring such editions should at once make 
known the fact, as we cannot undertake to 
supply demands after the Weekly is once off 
the press. 
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A REVOLUTION IN TYPE-CASTING. 

The London Times, in a recent issue, de¬ 
scribes a new process of type-casting that 
reads like a fairy tale. Briefly, it is per¬ 
formed by a rotary machine capable of pro¬ 
ducing 60,000 types in an hour, as against the 
average 3000 types casr in an hour by the or¬ 
dinary type-casting machine now in use. 
While the ordinary machine casts only one 
letter at a time, the new machine casts a 
whole alphabet in proper proportion. A sin¬ 
gle one of the new machines in full operation 
produces half a million types a day. Distri¬ 
bution, therefore, becomes a waste of time. 
The advantage held out by the project, how¬ 
ever, consists not merely in economy of time 
and money in the composition of a book or 
newspaper, but also in the printer’s having at 
his disposal a perfectly clear, sharp, undam¬ 
aged surface from which to obtain an im¬ 
pression every time he puts his work on the 
press. The types, we learn from another 
source —The British and Colonial Printer — 
“are most accurately cast and finished, and 
although cast at a phenomenally high rate of 
speed, are quite equal in appearance and wear 
to any type cast in the ordinary way. . . . 
The prices charged are only about half what 
other founders charge.” 

For four centuries type has been cast singly 
from single moulds; and, although the pro¬ 
duct has been improved in many ways, the 
speed of production has left much to be de¬ 
sired. In every instance the apparatus used 
has been confined to the simplest form of re¬ 
ciprocating motion. The original hand mould, 
formed of two parts, separated from each 
other by the two hands, was eventually hinged 
together, and so hinged it is in one form or 
another in use to-day, side by side with ma¬ 
chines of an advanced character invented in 
recent years. 

The new method, which has now come into 
practical operation, has been designed upon 
entirely new lines. The motion is a contin¬ 
uous rotary motion, as distinguished from 
the intermittent and reciprocating. The ro¬ 
tary type-casting machine stands in relation 
to the machines it is superseding precisely as 
the rotary printing press stands to Konig’s 
reciprocating cylinder press, with which the 
Times was printed in 1814. In both cases the 
machines are automatic; and in both the rapid¬ 
ity of production is limited mainly by con¬ 
siderations of prudence. 

It is not easy to convey to the mind of an 
ordinary person the difficulties from an en¬ 
gineering point of view that have stood in 
the way of arriving at this result. Starting 
with the necessity that the 60,000 letters or 
thereabouts forming a page of the Times 
must all be parallel with each other, and uni¬ 
form in face and height, this precision of 
manufacture has to be maintained in the face 
of a heat that in ordinary circumstances 
would make the successful working of a ma¬ 
chine impossible. Experts watching the in¬ 
ventor during his twenty years of tedious 
experiment have invariably regarded the rec¬ 
onciliation of the thermal conditions with the 
delicacy of the mechanism as the most diffi¬ 
cult part of the problem. The solution, how¬ 
ever. has been arrived at. The expansion and 


contraction of the metals have been prevented 
by a system of cooling that is under complete 
control; and the machine works with ease 
and smoothness, and almost without noise. 
It was by means of the arrangements for the 
conduction of the heat that the engineering 
difficulties were overcome. 

The invention is the work of neither an 
engineer nor a typefounder, but of one. who, 
being a journalist and wholly ignorant of 
typefounding and engineering, perceived a 
want and imagined a means of satisfying it. 
Mr. Wicks, who has devoted twenty years 
to the realization of his idea, had his atten¬ 
tion first directed to the subject by seeing 
some of his own manuscript being set up at a 
composing machine in the Times office thirty 
years ago, when he also became aware of the 
difficulties attending the distribution of type 
in a form suitable for the composing ma¬ 
chines. Had he been a typefounder or an 
engineer, he would probably never have ap¬ 
proached the subject Gn the lines he did, for 
those lines are diametrically opposed to all 
the conditions which have controlled the cast¬ 
ing of types up to the present time; and, had 
he been an engineer, he would have known 
that tools necessary for the construction of 
his machine had not then been designed. The 
main problem of producing a disc of twenty 
inches in diameter capable of working on a 
shaft without variation at the periphery to the 
extent of a thousandth of an inch was enough 
to discourage some of the best engineering 
firms in the country, especially when they 
found the disc was to revolve within a few 
inches of a bath of half a ton of molten 
metal, and was to fit to a hair a piece of 
curved iron still nearer the heat. Special 
tools, metals, and lubricants were required, 
and, above all, special workmen. The result, 
however, has been attained, and it constitutes 
an improvement which may possibly revolu¬ 
tionize the whole system of type-casting, and 
ultimately the production of books and period¬ 
ical matter. 


COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 

MRS. HENRY DUDENEY’S "THE THIRD 
FLOOR.” 

It seems it will now be impossible to effect 
the simultaneous publication exacted by the 
irksome exigencies of the International Copy¬ 
right Law of Mrs. Henry Dudeney’s new novel 
“The Third Floor.” The book is about to be 
published in England by Methuen & Company, 
and negotiations for its issue in the United 
States are not yet effected. 

BAIREUTH MONOPOLY ON " PARSIFAL.” 

Frau Cosima Wagner has addressed a let¬ 
ter to all the members of the Reichstag ask¬ 
ing an indefinite prolongation of the Baireuth 
monopoly on “Parsifal.” She is willing to 
renounce the prolongation of copyright on the 
other operas of Wagner if her request as to 
“Parsifal” is granted. She asserts that a 
certain impresario offered her 1.000,000 marks 
for- the “Parsifal” rights for a term of five 
years, but that she refused to accept the pro¬ 
posal 
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MUSIC TRUST TO CHANGE COPYRIGHT LAW. 

Representatives of several of the largest 
populai music publishing firms in the coun¬ 
try met in Chicago on May 6 to perfect the 
organization of a trust which will control 
the publication and the sale of sheet music 
throughout the country. Eight of the largest 
firms in the United States have signified their 
intention of. consoiidating, and it is expected 
others will join after the combine is effected. 
The object in combining the music publishing 
business of the country is to put the business 
under one management. The publishers will 
not seek to raise prices, but to raise the quali¬ 
ty of the music placed on the market. Com¬ 
mon benefit is expected to develop for the 
authors, the publishers and the buyers. What 
they want mainly is to elevate the standard 
of the music placed on sale. They do not 
wish to freeze out the small dealers, but they 
do want to weed out the great quantity of mu¬ 
sic which is unfit for sale. They will dictate to 
publishers as to what shall be produced. As 
soon as the association is perfected they ex¬ 
pect to bring about a change in the copyright 
laws. _ 

SUIT AFFECTING INSTALMENT 
BOOICBUYERS. 

A case of considerable interest to publishers 
and purchasers of books sold on the instal¬ 
ment plan is reported in a recent issue of the 
Buffalo Courier. The suit was brought by 
James G. Ardrey, the Rochester representative 
of the publishing firm of George Barrie & 
Son, of Philadelphia, against Ralph Bowman, 
of Rochester, to recover a balance of over 
$40 alleged to be due on a contract to pur¬ 
chase the Barrie subscription edition of “Bal¬ 
zac, M in fifty-one volumes, priced at $2.50 per 
volume. According to the Courier, the con¬ 
troversy hinged upon the question whether 
or not a “limited edition” of the Balzac had 
been contracted for, and whether that condi¬ 
tion had been fulfilled by the publisher. The 
testimony is said to have shown that in 1896 
agreement was made by the defendant, Bow¬ 
man, to buy the set in question, this set being 
number seventeen of the edition; that when 
thirty-one volumes had been received the de¬ 
fendant decided to sell the set, and advertised 
it with this purpose as a “limited edition” in 
The Bookman; and that as a result of this 
advertisement he learned that another book- 
buyer, William Hamilton, of New Jersey, 
was the owner of a similar set, published at 
the same time, and also numbered seventeen. 
Mr. Bowman thereupon refused to accept de¬ 
livery of succeeding volumes, claiming that 
the terms of the contract had been violated 
by the simultaneous issue of two editions, 
one bound in red and another in green, each 
containing half of the plates of the original 
edition de luxe, of which there were no vol¬ 
umes, with 250 etchings, selling at $10 each. 
Testimony was given to the effect that the 
green and red editions, copies of which were 
shown in court, were identical in paper, char¬ 
acter of plates, and other details, with one or 
two variations in the illustrations. The pub¬ 
lishers, however, claimed that they were two 
separate and distinct editions. The verdict 
given, after five minutes’ deliberation by the 
jury, was “no cause for action.”

INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF PUB¬ 
LISHERS. 

The fourth International Congress of Pub¬ 
lishers will be held at Leipzig from the 10th 
to the 13th of June. America will be repre¬ 
sented by The American Publishers’ Copy¬ 
right League, The American Publishers’ As¬ 
sociation, the Music Publishers’ Association 
of the United States, and The Canadian Pub¬ 
lishers’ Association. The president of the 
Congress is Albert Brockhaus, of Leipzig. 
The Congress will be divided into three sec¬ 
tions : A, Copyright; B, Book Publishing and 
Bookselling; C, Music Publishing. All ques- 
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tions will be first submitted to their proper 
section, and will not be discussed in full meet¬ 
ing unless they have been specialiy referred 
for this purpose by the special section. A 
full report of the Congress will be given in 
the Weekly. 


FRENCH UNDERSELLERS VS. PUB¬ 
LISHERS. 

< An unsuccessful effort to fight the Asso¬ 
ciation of French Publishers has just been 
cabled to the N. Y. Herald. A provincial 
bookseller named Le Goaziou refused to con¬ 
form to the publishing syndicate’s decision 
that dealers should henceforth never allow 
purchasers a larger discount than twenty per 
cent. M. le Goaziou continued to give larger 
discounts till the big firms in the Association. 
MM. Hachette, Belin, Delagrave and La- 
rousse refused to supply him with books. He 
sued nine publishers under the French law 
which forbids conspiracy with a view to creat¬ 
ing a monopoly or unduly increasing the 
price of merchandise. M. le Goaziou has lost 
his case and must pay the costs. The court 
took the view that books could not be classi¬ 
fied as ordinary merchandise. 

This case is naturally of great interest at 
the moment, as it covers circumstances bound 
to occur in this country also. 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

R. H. Russell has just ready “Wishmak- 
ers’ Town,” by William Young, with an in¬ 
troductory note by Thomas Bailey Aldrich; 
and “Prince Ahmed: the Fairy Peri Banon,” 
a tale for younger folk from “The Arabian 
Knights Tales,” with frontispiece designed by 
Henrietta Amsden. 

Ginn & Co. issue a revised edition of Sal¬ 
lust’s “Catiline,” edited by Prof. James B. 
Grenough, of Harvard University, and M. 
Grant Daniell. Only the introduction of the 
first edition is retained, otherwise this is a 
new book. Long quantities have been marked 
through the text and in the new notes copious 
references are made to five grammars. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons publish Sydney 
Herman Preston’s “The Abandoned Farmer” 
on May 29. The author is a Canadian, and 
the reputation he made with his inimitable 
“The Green Pigs,” which appeared in Scrib¬ 
ner’s Magazine, has created a local demand 
which has resulted in the sale of a Canadian 
edition of “The Abandoned Farmer” in ad¬ 
vance of publication. 

J. F. Taylor & Company have ready “The 
Game of Squash,” by Eustace Miles, ama¬ 
teur tennis champion of England and the 
United States, profusely illustrated and 
heartily recommended by George Standing, 
United States champion racquets and squash. 
They will also issue shortly “A Drone and a 
Dreamer,” by Nelson Lloyd; and “The Van 
Dwellers,” by Albert Bigelow Paine, author of 
“The Bread Line.” 

The American Publishing Co., Middle- 
bury, Vt., will issue June 16 a philosophical 
novel by Joseph Battell, entitled “Ellen; or, 
the Whisperings of an Old Pine.” The book 
is said to demonstrate that a large part, if 


not the larger part, of science as taught to¬ 
day in all the schools and colleges is er¬ 
roneous. It insists upon the special creation 
the Bible teaches, and proves logically that 
the principle of evolution is not true. Illus¬ 
trated with pictures of Vermont scenery. 

D. C. Heath & Co. have just issued selec¬ 
tions from Padre Isla’s version of Lesage’s 
“Gil Bias,” which in simplicity of language 
and idea and in real human interest adapts 
itself to the wants of the beginner. It com¬ 
prises a large vocabulary of every-day words 
and expressions very useful to students of the 
Spanish language. The selections and notes 
are the work of Prof. James Geddes and Dr. 
F. M. Josselyn, of the Romance Department 
of Boston University. 

Of Oliver Onion’s “The Compleat Bache¬ 
lor,” which the F. A. Stokes Company has 
just published, we can only say here that it 
is one of the best little volumes of its kind 
that has come out of England in a long while. 
Its fun is wholesome and genuine, it has 
breeding from first page to last, and the 
little story it tells is fresh. This bachelor 
is a nice fellow, with the dearest of sisters, 
whom he teases most ingeniously when she 
thinks that she is guarding from him her 
growing affection for the youthful soldier 
who is to propose to her; and in the end he 
himself joins the ranks of the benedicts— 
which means that he becomes a compleat 
bachelor. The dialogue is clever throughout. 

The publication of “Home Thoughts,” 
which will appear on May 25, was suggested 
by the many requests that the essays which 
(under the above title) have attracted so 
much favorable notice in th eNew York Even¬ 
ing Post , of whose Saturday supplement they 
have been a leading feature, should be re¬ 
printed in a form which might give them 
permanence. The interdependent relations of 
husand and wife, parent and child, and the 
broad field of domestic government, give the 
chief themes. They seem to have met a want, 
and to have achieved a success of affection 
among those who were anxious to raise the 
standard of family life to its highest plane. 
They are eminently the product of thinking 
and living. Experience, not theory, is their 
basis. A. S. Barnes & Co. are the publishers. 

Dodd, Mead & Co have just issued “A 
Dream of Empire; or, the House of Blenner- 
hasset,” a novel by William Henry Venable, 
dealing with the plan of Aaron Burr to found 
an empire in the Southwest, which was to in¬ 
clude Mexico and part of the United States; 
“Her Majesty’s Minister,” by William Le 
Queux, a curious chapter of secret history in 
the form of fiction; “The Crow’s Nest,” by 
Mrs. Everard Cotes .(Sarah Jeannette Dun¬ 
can),-an account of a delightful summer in 
the Himalayas at government headquarters; 
and “The Life of the Bee,” by Maurice 
Maeterlinck, translated by Alfred Sutro, a 
book about bees treated in Maeterlinck’s pe¬ 
culiar manner and full of lyrical gems. 

Small, Maynard & Co. have just issued 
“Mononia,” a pleasing Irish love story, by 
Justin McCarthy. The hopes and fears and 
attempts for Ireland’s freedom, and the dire 
failures that culminated at Ballingary are told 
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in a manner which cannot fail to give an in¬ 
timate insight into the struggle of the “Young 
Ireland” party. No one is so fitted as Justin 
McCarthy to write of this period. They have 
also ready “When Eve Was Not Created and 
Other Stories,” by Harvey White; and “The¬ 
ology at the Dawn of the Twentieth Century,” 
essays on the present status of Christianity 
and its doctrines, edited, with an introduc¬ 
tion, by the Rev. Dr. J. Vyrnwy Morgan. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. will have ready 
immediately Mrs. Olive Thorne Miller’s “Sec¬ 
ond Book of Birds,” which extends her de¬ 
lightful “First Book of Birds” by studies of 
the wren, crow, sparrow, blackbird, lark 
and other familiar birds to the number of 
thirty. This house also promises a very in¬ 
teresting book in Dr. Azel Ames’ “The May- 
Uower and Her Log.” The author is an en 
thusiast and an antiquarian of great learning. 
He has studied the history, model, rig, charter, 
officers, crew, passenger lists, provisioning, 
lading, etc., and has reconstructed the “log” 
of this famous little vessel’s first voyage to 
America. Needless to say that the Riverside 
Press will give this important volume its ap¬ 
propriate setting. 

J. B. Lippincott Company will publish the 
latter part of the present month a novel by 
Mrs. E. L. Voynich, author of “The Gad¬ 
fly,” a book which stirred up widespread dis¬ 
cussion a few years ago. The title of the new 
novel is “Jack Raymond,” and its publishers 
believe that it will create scarcely less of a 
stir than did its predecessor. It exhibits 
Mrs. Voynich’s literarv skill and thought in 
ripened form, and is especially noteworthy 
for its character analysis. The story is a 
study in temperaments, and particularly of 
the figure of an obstinate and wilful boy. 
The discussion of a certain moral issue is 
done with courage, yet extreme delicacy. The 
first edition of the book will be large, and the 
publishers will issue it in striking form. A 
new edition of Dr. T. M. Rotch’s “Pedia¬ 
trics,” an authoritative work on children’s dis¬ 
eases, 5000 copies of the first edition of which 
were sold before the appearance of the work, 
will be issued shortly. The work has been 
rewritten and reset, and will contain a num¬ 
ber of additional handsome colored plates.
